Challenge Repeated 

Pres. Taft: You appointed 

Chief Justice White who, 13 years 
ago, took the trusts side in the 
trust question. You appointed 
him over the head of Justice Har¬ 
lan, who had served longer, with 
more distinction, and who had 
taken the people's side on the trust 


and other questions. 

Who asked you to give the trust 
democrat preference over the anti¬ 
trust republican? 

Let the People Know 

Make public the recommenda¬ 
tions written or ve bal, which Jus¬ 
tice White received and which 
were transmitted to you. Let the 
people know the influences dic¬ 
tating your appointments. 

You appointed Chas. J. Hughes 
as the justice after he had inter¬ 
preted your platform to suit the 
trusts, and he proceeded to join 
White and fulfill your promise 
to amend the anti-trust law by 
weakening it. 

Show Recommendations 

Publish the written and verbal 
recommendations upon which you 
appointed Hughes, Let the 
people see how many trust mag¬ 
nates united to secure his appoint¬ 
ment. Other supreme justices 
which you appointed took the 
trust's tide in shose decisions. 

Publish all the written and ver¬ 
bal recommendations. Let the 
public see how completely you have 
turned the highest court over to 
the trusts. 

The Trusts Suited 

You now say the trusts ha ing 
secured what they want, that there 
shall be no change in the law. 
Having aided the trusts to make 
the law to suit themselves, you 
now propose to prevent the people 
from amending the law in their 
interests. Tell the people why 
anybody but a trust magnate 
should endorse your position on 
the trust question.

NEGROES WILL FIGHT 
SALOONS 

The Negro voters are organiz¬ 
ing to aid the prohibitionists in 
their fight to close the saloons. 

All saloons on Main and Spring 
streets between First and Seventh 
have drawn the color line. These 
saloons welcomed Negro patronage 
until they got able to put in plate 1 
glass windows; then the proprietors 
made things so unpleasant for the 
Negroes that they do not now 
attempt to even get a glass of water 
over these saloon counters. For¬ 
merly these saloons employed 
scores of colored helpers but they 
have been gradually supplanted 
them by Japs who are neither citizens 
nor tax payers. The colored 
voters have an opportunity to 
put an end to this saloon discrimi¬ 
nation and should and will take 
advantage of it. 

The prohibition vote augmented 
by the c.olored and women's votes 
will be in a position to put the. 
saloons out of business for all 
time to come. 

In this matter we are standing 
for a principle involved, not the 
saloon. The Negro is a citizen 
and has the same right to be served 
in a licensed saloon as other citi¬ 
zens and the saloons that deny 
him this right ought to be put out 
of business.

JUDGE LUSK SPEAKS AT THE 
LYCEUM 


Last Sunday was a great day 
at the Lyceum. Judge Lusk, the 
speaker of the evening was greeted 
by a full house.
